And 
when the Jews laid wait for him as he was 
about to ſail into Syria, he purpoſed to re- 
turn through Macedonia. 

4 And there accompanied him into Af 
Sopater of Berea; and of the Theffalonians 
Ariftarchus and Secundus; and Gaius of 
Derbe, and Timotheus; and of Aſia, Ty- 
chicus, and Trophimus. 

1 Theſe going before, tarried for us at 
roas. 

6 And we ſailed away from 1 af. 
ter the days of unleavened bread, and came 
unto them to Troas in five days; where 
we abode ſeven days. 

7 And upon the firſt day of the week, 
when the diſciples came together to break 
bread, Paul preached unto them, (ready to 
depart on the morrow) and continued hig 
ſpeech until midnight. 

8 And there were many lights/in the 
upper chamber where they were gathered 

ether. 

9 And there ſat in a window a certain 
young man named Futychus, be tg ſallen in- 
to a deep ſleep: and as Paul was * preach- 
ing, be ſunk down with ſleep, and fell cown 
from the third loſt, and was taken 3 

10 And Paul went down, aud fellon him, 
aud embracing bim, ſaid, Trouble net 
yourſelves : for his life is in bim. 

11 When he therefore was come up a- 
gain, and had broken bread, and eaten 
and talked a long while, even till break of 
day, ſo he departed. 

12 And they brought the young man a- 

live, and were not a little comfurted. 

13 J And we went before to ſhip, and 
ſailed unto 4 flos, there intending to take 
in Paul: for ſo he had appointed, minding 
himſelf to go afoot. 

14 And when he met with us at Aſos, 
we took him in, and came to Mitylene.

21 And they are informed of thee, that 
thou teacaett all the Jews, which are am ng 
the Gentiies, to forſake Moſes, 1aying, that 
they ought not to circumcile 'beir children, 
neither ta walk alter their cuſtoms. | 

22 What is it thereſore ? tne multitude 
mult n:ets come together: for they will 
hear that thou art come. 

23 Do therefore this that we ſay to thee: 
we have tour mea whick have avow on them: 

24 Them take, avd purify thyſelf with 
them, and be at charges With them, that 
they may ſhave fbeir heads; ard all may 
know, that thoie things whereof they were 
intarmei concerning thee are nothing, but 
134 thou thyſelf alto wa keit orderly, and 
ke-peſt the law.

2 And entering into a (hip of Adramyt- 
tium, we lanched, meaning to ſaii by the 
coaſts of Afir, one Ariſtarchus a Macedo- 
nian, of Theffilonica, deing with us. 

3 Aud the next day we touched at Si- 
don. And Julius courteouſly entreated Paul, 
and gave bim !iberty to go unto his friends 
to refreth himſelf. 

4 And when we had lanched from thence, 
we failed unto Cyprus, becauſe the winds 
wete contrary.
